6. As to Claim 11, 

7. The primary reason for the allowance of claim 11 is the 
inclusion of a controller coupled to receive the proximity 
signal from the frequency modulation demodulator and operable, 
in response thereto, to control the proximity of the turbine 
blades to the non-rotating turbine component. It is this feature 
found in the claim, as it is claimed in the combination that has 
not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, 
which makes this claim allowable over the prior art. 

8. As to Claim 20, 

9. The primary reason for the allowance of claim 20 is the 
inclusion of a controller coupled to receive the proximity 
signal from the frequency modulation demodulator and operable, 
in response thereto, to control the proximity of each of the 
turbine blades to either the turbine case or one or more 
components mounted thereto. It is this feature found in the 
claim, as it is claimed in the combination that has not been 
found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, which 
makes this claim allowable over the prior art.
